They have been voluntary ſpectators and par- 
takers of the unutterable anguiſh of a mournful 
aſſembly, hanging over, a fond father, and a 
tender huſband, - torn from his family without 
any previous notice, by ſome ſudden accident 
or misfortune. They have ſeen (not without the 
tendereſt ſympathy and ſenſibility) the firſt vio» - 
lent burſt of ſorrow, —whilſt the wounds made i in 
the hearts of the afflicted widow, and her helpleſs | 
orphans, were yet bleeding, - whilſt a «thouſand 
tender ideas ruſhed at once into their minds, 
_ whilſt the arms, that had fo lately embraced 
them, were ſcarce cold, —whilſt the voice that 
uſed to delight and cheer them, almoſt ſtill 
ſounded in their ears, and the recent impreſſion 
of pleaſure from his laſt looks, and words, and 
3 geſtures, ſtill vibrated on their hearts. |

reproof! But, how tremblingly alive all over 
muſt ſhe have been, with ſenſations too ſtrong 
for utterance, when ſhe ſaw Feſus lifting up his 
eyes, and heard him ſaying, Father, I thank thee 
that thou baſt beard me! - At that inſtant, repre- 
ſent to yourſelves our Bleſſed Loxp, with his 
eyes raiſed to Heaven, expreſſive of the warmeſt 
gratitude. for that divine power, which he was 
juſt going to exerciſe for the reſtoration. of a 
beloved friend ;—repreſent the dead man's af- 
flicted ſiſters; looking up to him with a ray of 
hope beaming through their ſorrows, like the 
ſun- ſhining through a cloud, whilſt a circle of 
their friends ſtand fixed with mute attention and 
. expectation ; and you may conceive a picture, 
which the imagination may contemplate with de- 
light, though beyond 10 8 of nge to 
delineate.

friends. The divine writer, as if ſenſible of 
their ſurpaſſing the power of deſcription, leaves - 
them entirely to our own imagination. Jzsvs 
only is repreſented calm and unmoved at the 
, amazing effects of his own power. He addreſſes 
the ſpectators, fixed and motionleſs with wonder 

and aſtoniſhment; bids them approach their 
friend, releaſe him from the confinement of the 
clothes that were bound about him, —logſe him, 
and let him go. 

Would you have a deſcription of ſuch a ſcene 
of j Joy and wonder ?—Aſk thoſe who have beheld 
It, as ſome of the Members of the Humane So- 
ciety have done; and they will tell you, it may 
be ſeen—it may be" felt, - but it cannot be de- 
ſcribed. Aſk thoſe who, under Providence, have 
been the happy Instruments of reſtoring life, their 
own ſenſations, on finding the exertions of their 
{kill attended with ſucceſs; and they will tell 
„ that they never found their hearts affected 
"after ſuch a faſbion; and that they could not have 
been thus affected, but by that Gop who feel- 
ingly convinced them of his approbation of their 
_ endeavours to reſtore life, by the unſpeakable 
raptures which he fent for its immediate reward,

now feel it again. revived at the moment I am 
ſpeaking, by grateful recollection: For nume- 
rous are the inſtances of men reſtored to life by 
the Medical Aſſiſtants, Members, and F rienls of 
this Society ſince its firſt inſtitution. No leſs 
than ſeven hundred and ninety- eight perſons 
haye been reſtored, by its means, from apparent 
death: All of them undoubtedly dear to their 
ſeveral relations and friends; and many of them 
uſeful and valuable members of the community. 
Some have been reſcued from death, who were 
{urpriſed by fatal accidents and drowned, whilſt 
they were occupying their buſineſs on the great wa- 
ters; At once ſerving their country, and provid- 
ing for their families by their honeſt labours. 
A few have been reſcued, not only from tempo- 
ral, but eternal death: Such, I mean, as driven 
to -deſpair, ſought. death as a ſhelter from the 
ſtorms of adverſity ; forgetful, mean time, of. a 
truth, carefully and. * indelibly imprinted. on 
their minds ſince their reſtoration, that by the 
commiſſion, of a crime never to be-pardonedy 
becauſe never to be repented of, the ſons of af- 
fliction only exchange temporal for eternal miſery. 


It hath been found, upon the moſt minute enquiry, that 
None of the wretched deſponding creatures, - who. intended to 
commit the horrid crime of ſuicide; and, under the appearances 
of death (through the (kill and exertions of the Medical. Aſſiſtants 
of the Humane Society) have been reſtored to life, ever at-

Two boys“ have been very lately preſerved from 
death, and a girl actually reſtored from it, though 
mor than twenty minutes apparently dead; who, 
in 1 midſt of their innocent paſtime and re- 
creation on the frozen water, ſunk under it at 
once, like him who (we read in Scripture) raſhly 


ventured to walk upon its ſurface; and who, like 


him, muſt have been loſt for ever, unleſs the 
hand of mercy had been reached forth to ſave 
them. 5 8 
But the reſtoration of an unhappy youth ꝗ from 
2 ſtroke of lightning, deſerves a more particular 
and. diſtinct recital: A reſtoration, which I am 
authorized to ſay, is the moſt remarkable of any 
that ever happened in this kingdom, and not to 
be equalled by a ſimilar inſtance in any other. 
An induſtrious youth, on his return from aneigh- 
bouring village to the metropolis, was overtaken 
on the road by a violent ſtorm, and deprived 
in a moment, by a ſtroke of lightning, of every 
appearance of ſenſibility. His body was convey-

was attended with Gop's bleſſing and ſucceſs. 
Within a few days after the zreidenddbl accident, 
he that was recovered from it wen! forth praiſing 
God, who had given fuch power unto men: And * he, 
who exerted that power, is rewarded for three 
hours labour, by that complacency of mind, and 
thoſe congratulations of conſcience, which muſt 
give pleaſure to every furure hour and moment of 
Wa... | 
Many, in the dark ages of ignorance and b 
perſtition, and ſome in theſe our more enlighten- 
ed days of religion and philoſophy, have looked 
up to the warring elements, as viſibly diſplaying 
the anger of the DzrTy : They have beheld, or 
fancied they beheld, the angels of Gop riding 
in the whirlwind, and directing ſtorms and rempeſts, 
not with the friendly intention to fave, but to 
deſtroy: Nay, they have heard Gop himſelf ie 
the thunder, and ſeen him in the lightning, 
pouring forth vials of vengeance on his devoted 
creatures; and on that account they have for-

But behold, as is God's Majeſty, ſuch is his mercy. 
He hath condeſcended, by the providential re- 
ſtoration I have juſt recited, to convince the world 
of that fatal miſapprehenſion of his judgments, 
which unhappily prevailed, for ages, to the utter 
deſtruction of many thouſands of his creatures, 

He hath taught mankind not to conclude a poor 
mortal ftruck by lightning, deſtroyed by the more 
immediate viſitation of divine wrath and ven- 

geance; nor to fear any longer that they are, as it 
were, contending with him, by attempting to ſave, 
where they fancied he diſplayed his arm, extend- 

ed on this fide the clouds, on purpoſe to deſtroy, 


Nay, behold and adore his mercy : he hath 


actually pointed out the means of reſtoring his 


Freatures from the deſtructive effects of light- 


Ming. He, from whom every good motion of 
the heart proceedeth, hath directed the ingenuity | 
of man to deviſe thoſe means z and, by vouch- 

_ ſafing a bleſſing to the application of them, hath 


taught us no longer to think thoſe only who die

conviction, that the human body, though appa- 
tently dead, nay, a long time dead, may ſtill be 


capable of reanimation : Perhaps, to lead them, 


by that conviction, to make themſelves acquaint- 
ed with all the proper means of reſtoring life en- 
dangered by any ſudden calamity ; perhaps, to 
ſhew the neceſſity of putting a ſtop to that per- 
nicious cuſtom of premature interment, which 
precludes all hope and poſſibility of a recovery. 
Perhaps, for ſome ſuch reaſons as theſe, undoubt- 
edly for good and gracious reaſons, a Being, of 
infinite wiſdom, and infinite mercy, deferred his 
bleſſing on the means applied for reſtoring life, 
in the caſe we have been conſidering, till after a 
long and perſevering application. | 

In ſuch a reſtoration, the man of reflection not 
only obſerves the hand of Gop relieving one of 
his creatures, but diſcerns his finger pointing out 
to all of them the means of relief under ſimilar 
misfortunes. And that the youth, who hath had 
| fo great things done for him, thinks himſelf provi- 
dentially reſtored, you may hear from the warm 
gratitude of his own mouth in private converſa- 
tion: That all who have been reſtored to life by 
the efforts of this Society, eſteem themſelves i in- 
debted for their preſervation to the bleſſing of 
Gop, you may learn at this moment, from the.

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MODE Or TREATMENT. 


HE unfortunate Perſon is to be conveyed 
carefully to the [neareſt public or other 
houſe open for its reception, in ſuch a manner as 
to prevent the extinction of any ſmall remains 
of life that may exiſt : for this purpoſe, the head 
is to be raiſed a little, as in bed, and the body 
ſhould be carried in a natural and eaſy poſture, 
23 in the ſame ſituation. 


The object is to be immediately ripped, 
and laid on a warm bed, and the ſtin well dried 
with heated flannels; or if the body was naked
